Chamber of Commerce of- 
ficials are to report on what is 
being termed an electric rate 
analysis update. Both North 
Reading and Wilmington 
receive their electric power 
from the Reading Municipal 
Light Department The 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce is objecting to what 
it terms the high costs of elec- 
tricity in Wilmington. 

Last spring the Wilmington 
Chamber joined other groups, 
legislators and others in 
Massachusetts to form a 
Coalition of Municipal Tax- 
payers Rights. The coalition was 
alarmed because of the heavy 
investment (in some cases at 
least) by municipal light 
departments in the nuclear 
power project at Seabrook, N.H 

Particularly, the coalition 
requested an intervention by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU) of the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Wholesale Electric Company 
(MMWEC) MMWEC shad 
requested of the DPU the right 
to make further investments in 
Seabrook. 


The Reading Municipal Light 
Department is one of more than 
a dozen such departments which 
has invested in Seabrook, 
through MMWEC. In terms of 
investment it occupies a 
relatively low position. MMWEC 
owns 11.6 percent of Seabrook 

The Chamber of Commerce 
feels that the debt incurred by 
the light department should be 
of interest to everyone who uses 
electric power from Reading. 
The investment was made 
without any consultation, but 
everyone may be forced to share 
the ‘expense, if there is a 
bankruptcy 

Recently, Wilmington 
Chamber hired the Boston legal 
firm of Bernstein and Snick to 
study the problems of electric 
light rates. The firm specializes 
in the area of energy law 

The firm is conducting an in 
depth legal and economic 
analysis of the electric power 
situation, vis-a-vis the Reading 
Municipal Light Department 

Jeff Bernstein, a member of 
the firm, is expected to make a 
report at next Monday's 
meeting.

Tamboni Corp is in the 
process of building an industrial 
park on its property, much of 
which had been worked as a 
gravel pil. Another area had 
been a junkyard. After doing 
some testing and finding a 
violation, the Conservation 
Commission had ordered 
Tamboni Corp. to clean up the 
site before continuing with 
anymore work 

Therrien said his company 
agrees to go by the original 
conditions set on the Tamboni 
Corp., but he stressed his 
company’s problem is strictly a 
restoration one as New England 
Power has no plans to develop 
that land “now or in the future." 

Bruce agreed to issue a new 
enforcement order to both 
companies immediately and to 
see that an engineer is on the 
site at all times as they haul 
away the illegal fill 

Improving and stabilizing a 
man-made pond encompa: 
approximately two acres 
front of Polyvinyl Chemical Co. 
was the concern of Tom Kooken, 
director of manufacturing at 
Polyvinyl. According to Kooken, 
the pond now looks like 
“something akin to a big 
mudhole.” His company would 
like to put in a liner and fill the 
pond with water in order to 
beautify the area 

Bruce's main concern was 
with any loss of vegetated 
wetlands and water flow in and 
out of the pond. Kooken assured 
him there is no vegetation in the 
pond and it does have a drainage 
pipe for water flow. He then 
agreed to comply with Bruce's 
request to come back at the next 
commisison meeting with a copy 
of plans for improving the pond 

Joseph Balestrieri and his son, 
Gary, came before the com 
mission to see if Gary had 
enough room to build a hou: 
his Railroad Avenue property 
without interfering with 
wetlands in the back. Balestrieri 
had al dy spent $1,000 and had 
water table tests done 

It is Bruce’s contention that 
the commission should be 
readily available to the small 
homeowner who needs help 
right away. With this in mind, he 
suggested Balestrieri have his 
property staked and the 
members would survey it and

Industrial finance 
bonds approved 


The Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency (MIFA) has 
approved industrial revenue 
bonds totalling $4 million for 
expansion projects by two 
companies in Wilmington and a 
Tewksbury firm. The projects 
will crate an estimated 70 new 
jobs.

Any company 
using a substance on the list, in 
quantities of a gallon or more, 
must maintain a file of in- 
formation and provide em- 
ployees instruction for the safe 
handling of those substances.

New members sought 
for Wilmington Dance Party 


The Wilmington Dance Party 
is looking for new members. The 
group started 21 years ago, a 
sort of club for couples who liked 
to dance. 

The first dance was in the old 
Grange Hall, which was located 
on Wildwood Street and sort of 
behind the present public 
library. In those days the 
Grange Hall was one of the few 
places in Wilmington where 
dances could be held. 

Three couples originated the 
party — Mr. and Mrs. John 
Hadfield, Mr, and Mrs. Donald 
Hebsch and Mr. and Mrs 
George Simmons, all residents 
of Strout Avenue. Their 
ogranization was based on a 
similar one in Hamilton, 

The Hadfields had relatives in 
that town and after three yars of 
attending dances there the three 
couples decided a_ similar 
organizaton could be formed in 
Wimington. The three couples 
gave their telephone numbers to 
friends, who invited other 
friends. Reservations had to be 
made in advance.

reservation list had 
mushroomed and that Saturday 
there were 125 couples at that 
first dance (250 people) 

The rules were simple. The 
host and hostess couple would 


for expenses. Each couple at 
tending the dance, by reser- 
vation only paid $3. There was 
no bar, but setups (tonic and 
ice) were made available for 
couples who brought their own 
beverages. Popcorn and potato 
chips with dip were available 

Al the end of the evening 
coffee and sandwiches were 
served buffet style. 

That was the beginning, in 
June 1953. From that beginning 
100 couples formed the club, or 
as they call it, the party. Of. 
ficers were selected by having 
their names picked from a hat 
The current president is Charlie 
Gilbert of Church Street. 

The bylaws were taken from 
the Hamilton organization and 
the same rules are in force 
today, with some modifications 
One hundred couples can be 
members of the party.

The J.B. McLane factory of 
North Reading is no more, but it 
was, about a century ago, an 
important part of the economy 
of eastern Middlesex County. 
McLane made wagons for 
farmers and sales people. 

A story appeared in the Town 
Crier about a dozen years ago 
about the days when Wilmington 


ring industry. The industry 

arted before the Civil War, and 
was going strong a century ago. 
Every morning dozens of horse 
drawn wagons would leave 
Wilmington at day break, loaded 


with cuts of beef, to sell to 
housewives in eastern 
Massachusetts 

That was in the days before 


refrigeration. The beef had to be 
sold fresh. Of course the wagons 
had many, different cuts on 
them 

Suburban towns, Medford to 


The Wilmington butcher 
wagons were distinctive. Most of 
them wereynade in McLane's in 
North Reading 

Also made by McLane were 
ice wagons. The principal firm 
to sell ice in Wilmington was 
owned by Waller Hale. His ice 
houses were between Main 
Street and Silver Lake, at the 
end of Glen Road, but there were 
others. 

Recently a scale model of an 
ice wagon built by the J.B 
McLane factory went on 
display, in the barn of the Rev 


McLane ice wagons were 
constructed to carry about 7,000 
pounds of ice. McLane had as 
many as 50 employees in his 
place of business on the easterly 
side. of Park Street, North 
Reading. including cabinet 
makers, painters, blacksmiths 
and varpenters. , 

The factory was destroyed by 
an ear’ morning fire on 
February 26, 1927 

The model wagon is the 
property of Elizabeth Doten of 
Park Street, North Reading. The 
adopted granddaughter of Jared 


McLane, she has loaned the 
wagon to the North Reading 
Antiquarian and Historical 
Society until such a time as a 
Doten heir may want the wagon 
for personal use 


‘nn were the favorite places to 
sell. Many a Wilmington farmer 
had a profitable business, 
driving a meat wagon, and 
many young men started out in 
business that way. 


David Putnam house in North 
Reading. The model, one-third 
of the size of a McLane wagon, 
was constructed in 1903 as a 
selling tool to take to wagon 
conventions.

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So much already done, so much yet to come 


If you haven't noticed, and it's 
been hard not to notice these 
past few months, the Town of 
Terwksbury is ih the midst of its 
250th Anniversary Celebration. 
Since the opening kickoff last 
April, so much has been done, 
but so much more remains to 
come. 

The large number: of town- 
speople and people from 
surrounding communities, some 
put the estimate near 10,000, 
who watched the massive 
parade September, 16 may have 
thought that was the end of the 
year long celebration 

But, the celebration will 
continue long into 1985, ac- 
cording to Mary Novo of the 
town's th” anniversary 
celebration committee. 

‘By no means should people 
think the celebration is over," 
says Novo. In fact, the 
celebration is only half over, 
with many events planned for 
the next few months and many 
more on the drawing board 

Some of the major events 
coming up in the next few 
months include an ecumenical 
concert on Sunday, December 
23, the exact date on which the 
town was founded. That event 
will feature the Tewksbury 
Interfaith Choir singing songs of 
the season. But, the committee 
is currently planning to enlarge 
the event by having a speical 
reading of the act that created 
the town, among other things. 

Many people are already 
looking foward to the 250th 
Anniversary Grand Ball, 
scheduled for March 23, 1985. 
‘The night of music and dancing 


toa big band sound will be held 
at the Christian Formation 
Center in Andover. 

‘The celebration will end with a 
closing ceremony with a ten- 
tative date of early May, 1985. It 
will be during that event in 
which the time capsule will be 


filled and sealed for the 
edification of future 
generations. 


Novo says the committee is 
now starting to look for ideas for 
filling that capsule and will 
gladly accept the ideas of or 
donations of material from 
townspeople. 

‘We hope to get interesting 
things to go into it,”’ she says. ‘I 
think now is the time to start 
collecting items." 

Novo says the committee will 
be looking for items marking not 
only the town history of 1984, but 
also some of the items used by 
its residents during the year. A 
time capsule, she says, is 
suppossed to reflect the life and 
times of the people who fill it and 
any regular item we take for 
granted could be of interest 50 
years from now 

One of the items that would 
most reflect what was in style 
during 1984 is still hard to find. 
But, Novo holds out hope that 
the committee will be able to get 
their hands on a Cabbage Patch 
Doll and include it intact in the 
time capsule, complete with 
explanation 

She also hopes to collect

The committee has been

ferent hand drawn scenes of the 
town), Chirstmas ornaments, 
arm patches, and replicas of a 
commemorative medal created 
by world renowed sculpture and 
Tewksbury resident’ Mico 
‘aufman, All the proceeds help 
offset the cost of running the 
celebration. 

With bills from the parade and 
other events still coming in, it is 
hard to tell exactly where the 
committee stands financially,

She even hopes the committee

Tops on the list would be to 
build a display case for the 
historic Wamesit hand fire 
pump, given to the town by 
Lowell in 1798. Another project 
would be to restore and build a 
display for the bell that occupied 
the tower in the Foster School 
That bell, which was given to a 
retiring school employee some 
four to fives years ago, found its

She would also like to reprint 
Pride’s History of Tewksbury 
considered by many to be one of 
the finest historical works on the 
town toils date, which was in the 
late 1800s.

Congregational Church 
Recreating the 


The Rev. Joshia Spaulding 
would not have thought there 
was anything different when 
parishioners filed into the 
Tewksbury Congregational 
Church for special services 
marking their 250th anniversary 
on September 16, 1984. But, the 
parishioners knew something 
was different when Rev. Paul 
Millin greeted them at the door 

. dressed in colonial garb 

Mr. Spaulding was the 
clergyman of the first Christian 
church in Tewksbury. He was 
the pastor of the Puritan church 
that was formed at the time the 
town was founded 250 years ago. 
His home still stands on East 
Street, two doors from the 
Congregational Church. 

All four churches in 
Tewksbury had special services 
on Sunday, September 16. The 
special services were held as 
part of the weekend of events 
commemorating the 250th an- 
niversary of the town. Baptists, 
Catholics, Congregationalists 
and Methodists all observed the 
event, 

A. committee had been ap- 
pointed in the Congregational 
Church and that committee 
went back into history to rein- 
carnate, al least in part, the 
typical Service Rev. Spaulding 
would have conducted when 
Tewksbury first became a town 
‘The Rev. Mr. Spaulding would 
have approved of the service. 

But, the committee went 
further than just recreating the 
service, They decided the event 
should be photographed, 
something that goes against the 
grain of most Congregational 
churches. 

When Moses descended from 
the mountain bearing the tablets 
containing the Ten Com- 
mandments, the words, ‘'Thou 
shall make no graven images,” 
was on them. 

With the advent of the art of 
photography over the last 
century, some religious sects 
have contended that the taking 
of photos is akin to creating a 
graven image. 

Some sects, like the Amish in 
Pennsylvania, never allow 
themselves to be photographed. 
Orthodox Synagogues, Baptist 
and Congregational churches, 
all of which depend largely on 
the Old Testament for their 
mannep.of worship, frown on 
taking pictures in the house of 
worship, 

Many a bride has been 
disappointed to learn that no 
photographs were to be taken of 
the marriage ceremony. She has 
had to wait until the couple has 
passed out of the doors leading 
into the sanctuary for that first 
photograph.

Each town in colonial New 
England was not complete 
without a house of worship. 
Colonial residents would work 
their fields all week, and on 
Sunday, the day of rest, would 
travel from all corners of the 
town to partake in church 
services and to exchange 
pleasantries and news with their 
neighbors, Taking the worship 
and social aspects of the church 
into account, colonial church 
services lasted a greater part of 


the day 
Because of the distances each 
resident had to travel, the 


church, more often than not, 
was located in the geographical 
center of town. 

As a matter of fact, one of the 
reasons Billerica allowed a part 
of their land to be used to create 
Tewksbury was because the 
distance some residents had to 
travel to the church in Billerica 
was too great.

Another of the Tythingman’s 
duties was to inspect the 
congregation to be certain of 
their decour and __ their 
behaviour. 

Because of the length of the 
colonial service, many 
parishioners tended to nod off in 
their seats. Whenever the 
Tythingman saw such 
disgraceful activity, he used his 
rod to prod those parishioners 
who fell asleep during the 
prayers or lengthy sermons of 
250 years ago.

ministers, as 


ministers still do today, took 
pride in their sermons. The 
colonial sermons were solid 


closely knit — theological 
discourses, sometimes taking up 
to two hours or more to deliver. 
Some of those sermons were 
printed, for the edification of 
future generations.

» Rex Trailer is involved. He also 
teaches courses in television 
performance and production at 
Emerson College. More 
recently, at the college studio 
where he was instructing more 
than a dozen students in extem- 
poraneous performance before 
video cameras, the ease of his 
presence was the strongest 
emotion in the room, pervasive 
and reassuring. 

Each student had to provide 
an ad lib delivery for video 
taping and later critique, with 
Trailer sometimes commenting 
between takes. One woman's 
skiing story recalled a story of 
his own, in which an acquain- 
tance had broken his leg on the 
ski slopes 

“Along came the ski patrol,"” 
Trailer said, “and offered the 
man help down the mountain. ‘I 
can make it down myself,’ the 
injured skier said. ‘No, no, we'll 
take you down,’ the ski patrol 
replied. 

“Well, they strapped the skier 
to a sled, but in the towing down, 
the sled got loose from the ski 
patrol and the injured skier shot 
down the slope, flew into the air, 
went through a plate glass 
window in the main lodge and 
demolished four tables 

“The skier started with a 
broken leg, and ended up with 
lacerations, all kinds of con- 
tusions and a broken collar bone 
as well.”’ 

Another student's ad lib story 
concerned a woman who tried to 
smuggle a ‘cunning’? Mexican 
dog into the United States, only 
to discover the customs agent 
was far more cunning since the 
‘dog’ was a type of Mexican 
rat. Trailer displayed a bene- 


imington & Tewksbory Town Cr 
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volent scepticism, since in his 
travels in Mexico he has never 
seen any rodent which resem. 
bled a dog. 

But it was ‘Trailer's wrapup 
advice at the end of class which 
provided the strongest measure 
of the man and his message 

“When you are in studio, you 
are always on camera and on 
live mike. Many a promising 
career has been ended pre- 
maturely because of something 
unfortunate which was said over 
a live microphone. And, if exple- 
tives are part of your everyday 
vocabulary, then it’s a lot easier 
to let them slip, over a live 
microphone — and those words 
cannot be recalled. 

“When I was in live broad- 
casting, every word | said was 
going out over the air, irre- 
trievable. If you can eliminate 
certain expletives from your 
vocabulary, then the chances 
are that they're less likely to 
come out on the air. 


“One final word: always be 
nice to the fellow who sweeps the 
floor. I have seen the fellow who 
sweeps the floor become a 
major power at the station 
Many people in broadcasting 
start as interns. At Channel 4 1 
saw a courier in the mail room 
go on to become floor manager, 
director, associate producer, 
producer...and he went, finally, 
to New York, to become presi 
dent of Westinghouse Broad 
casting.” 

Rex Trailer is a patient man 
— and his suggestion to be “nice 
to the fellow who sweeps the 
floor’ does not spring from the 
need to ingratiate, but rather 
from a genuine desire to treat all 
people well

pointed out there were beautiful 
things going on in the world 
beyond his steamed-up window, 

Columns of sunshine, 
variously thick around a huge 
willow tree partly shading the 
window, drenched the myriad of 
greenery that grew around the 
sill.

But we decided to remain out 
in the bay and have our sand- 
wiches while continuing to sail 
seaward. Paul suggested it was 
high time we got over to Cut- 
tyhunk, westernmost of the 
Elizabeth Islands, for an ex- 
tended picnic, a swim, and a 
tour. This was the point of the 
whole excursion, so we tacked 
and headed straight south. Paul 
explained away our seeming 
aimlessness: even if we had 
wanted to sail directly to Cut- 
tyhunk Island that morning we 
would have had to take a 
staggered course because the 
prevailing wind is from the 
southwest.

the legendary Colonel 
Green, visible from the 
Carioca’s starboard side, 
located on the picturesque coast 
of Dartmouth. 

“Colonel Green was the one- 
legged son of Hetty Green, who 
was known as ‘The Witch of Wall 
Street.’ She lived in a slum 
apartment in New York City, 
even though she had amassed 
one of the world’s greatest 
fortunes, estimated to be in the 
hundreds of millions. After she 
died, her son went on a three 
million dollar a year spending 
spree, trying to avenge his 
mother's ruthlessness.

and shapes dotting the island’s 
hilly terrain, colorful patchs of 
greenery resolved into 
vegetation and soft, rolling 
meadowlands.

Fort Amsterdam at the en- 
trdnce to the harbor is a living 
monument to Curacao’s past 
Built in the 17th century, it 
houses the Governor's Mansion 
built over the arched entrance, 
cabinet and government offices,

beaches. Little yellow and black 
canary-type birds landed on our 
table while we were lunching on 
the terrace overlooking the 
beach. The Dutch call them 
Swikerdiefje, meaning sugar 
thief, and say they are “scared 
for nothing.”

Not quite as 
exciting as a horserace but the 
pace is geared to the relaxed 
island life. 

The Dutch Philipsburg, built 
on a sand spit of land between 
the harbor where the cruise 
ships arrive and the Great Salt 
Pond, offers duty free shops for 
international bargains up and 
down both sides of Front St. It is 
a quaint town with Dutch colon- 
ial architecture trimmed with 
gingerbread called “‘fretwork."'
